The impasse was first reported in the 
New York Observer on Tuesday. 

The opposition in Albany was unexpected 
by the Coney Island Development Corpo- 
ration, the agency overseeing the mayor’s 
grand plans to rezone and rebuild dozens 
of blocks of the rundown neighborhood. 

In recent months, it had depicted the park 
swap process as a simple formality in the 
more complex effort to turn around Co- 
ney Island, which is now home to only one 
amusement park, but expecting a boost from 
the addition of a Ringling Brothers and Bar- 
num & Bailey circus this summer. 

Quick passage of the state bill would 
have helped the mayor with his effort to 
pass the necessary rezoning proposal in the 
City Council this summer. 

But the administration said this setback 
was only a minor inconvenience compared 
to what has been a vicious public struggle 
between the mayor and Sitt to control the

Fun needs a permit 

Parents: City won't let us use park's greenspace

Parents are battling with the city 
for access to J .J. Byrne Park in the 
most intense skirmish for control of 
the turf since Gen. George Wash- 
ington’s troops retreated across the 
very same patch of land during the 
Battle of Brooklyn more than 200 
years ago. 

A recently opened playing field 
in the park — now officially called 
Washington Park, a name that is not 
catching on — became the hottest 
destination in the neighborhood for 
parents and their cooped-up chil- 
dren after a long-overdue renovation. 
But their excitement about the lush 
(albeit artificial) turf field soured 
when they learned that public use 


of the field on weekends would be 
limited to four hours so organized 
sports teams could play there. 

“We’ve been there almost every 
day. But we’re on the verge of losing 
it,” said Karen Fullter, mother of a 
5- and 9-year-old who live opposite 
the green space on Third Street. 

The saga is a classic struggle over 
alimitedcityresource — openspace. 
In this episode, the conditions were 
ripe for a confrontation. The long- 
awaited field opened when the days 
are long and warm, and the new 
green pitch replaced an unloved 
blacktop surface in the park, which is 
bounded by Third and Fourth streets 
and Fourth and Fifth avenues. 

“I love the park,” said Debra Wex- 
ler. “But there has to be a balance 
that provides more than four hours 


per weekend.” 

Prospect Park is afew blocks away, 
but parents on the Fourth Avenue side 
of the neighborhood said the uphill 
hike is inconvenient and far. 

Fuller and dozens of other spumed 
parkies have signed a petition ask- 
ing the Parks Department for more 
use of the field. 

An agency spokesman said the field 
was specifically designed to handle 
the demand for organized youth sports 
— which is also intense. 

“Designed as aLittle League ball- 
field, it will be primarily permitted on 
evenings and weekends as most des- 
ignated ballfields are,” said spokes- 
man Phil Abramson. “However, the 
community will also be able to en- 
joy the field during the week and on 
designated weekend hours.”

James has defended the busi- 
ness improvement district and 
said that its formation now en- 
ables her to funnel city money 
to the area for other uses that 
could revitalize the commer- 
cial corridor.

leave the neighborhood with 
just two bookshops: Commu- 
nity Bookstore and Barnes 
and Noble. 

But it’s not just the arrival 
of Unnameable Books that 
has made Prospect Heights 
a bestseller for writers. 

Like Park Slope, the se- 
rene neighborhood boasts 
brownstone buildings, ac- 
cess to multiple train lines 
for easy trips to one’s pub- 
lisher’s office in the city, and 
walking access to the Cen- 
tral Branch of the Brooklyn 
Public Library and Prospect 
Park. 

And while Park Slope 

ers like Paul Auster, Jona- 
than Safran Foer and N icole 
Krauss, Prospect Heights has 
attracted literary luminaries 
including author Keith Ges- 
sen and New Yorker writ- 
ers George Packer and Philip 
Gourevitch — who’s also the 
editor-in-chief of the Paris 
Review (snap!).

Optimism for Kent bike lane plan 



The city's plan for Kent Avenue would turn it from a two-way 
road with a bike lane on either side and no parking into a one- 
way road with parking on both sides and a two-way bike lane.

The city unveiled its latest Kent 
Avenue bike lane plan — this time 
seeking to bring peace to warring 
bicyclists, motorists and business 
owners — but Williamsburg’s in- 
land residents claim the new pro- 
posal only makes matters worse. 

The Department of Transpor- 
tation’s new plan, presented last 
Wednesday night, would turn the 
currently two-way, truck-heavy av- 
enue into a one-way, northbound 
street — with a protected two-way 
bike lane on the waterfront side of 
the roadway. 

The agency says its proposal — 
which could be implemented as early 
as July — would reduce speeding 
on Kent Avenue and restore more 
than 200 parking spaces and loading 
zones. The department’s bid to end 
the fighting over the bike lane that 
began six months ago when newly 
painted lanes replaced hundreds of 
badly needed parking spaces and 


truck loading zones on both sides 
of Kent Avenue. 

The current proposal would di- 
vert southbound truck traffic off 
Kent Avenue at North 14th Street 
— where the one-way section of the 
thoroughfare wouldbegin. The de- 
toured trucks would turn south on 
Wythe Avenue for three blocks un- 
til North 11th Street, where signs 


would direct the trucks to veer east 
towards an existing truck route on 
Union Avenue. 

As a result, some inland Wil- 
liamsburg residents fear that Wythe 
Avenue would become a big-rig 
highway. 

“It’s mayhem!” said Williams- 
burg activist Stephanie Eisenberg. 
“With all of these new residential 


communities, how are you going 
to reactivate a truck route? 

“If the bike lanes are the tipping 
point, you should get rid of one of 
them,” she added. 

Grand Street resident Tim Main 
agreed. 

“Kent Avenue is a natural thor- 
oughfare,” said Main, who called 
for two-way traffic on Kent and 
a one-way bike lane. “Closing it 
down to traffic in one direction 
would be like closing the Brook- 
lyn-Queens Expressway in one di- 
rection.” 

But Department of Transpor- 
tation Deputy Commissioner Da- 
vid Woloch insisted that the current 
proposal is the best solution for the 
neighborhood’s cyclists, motorists 
and business owners. 

“Right now we have a situation 
on Kent Avenue that is not work- 
ing,” he said. “We think far and 
away this is the plan that has the 
most wins for everybody and the 
fewest losses.” 


Some people at the crowded 
meeting agreed on the need for a 
two-way bike lane on the waterfront 
side of the street, which would be- 
come part of the proposed Brook- 
lyn Waterfront Greenway, an unin- 
terrupted cycling and walking path 
that would stretch from Greenpoint 
to Sunset Park. 

“It defines the space so the com- 
munity can anticipate and start to 
make room for [the Greenway],” 
said Greenway Director of Plan- 
ning Milton Puryear. “It’s a much 
more informed approach.” 

The new proposal has also found 
a surprising ally among factions of 
South Williamsburg’s Salmar com- 
munity — groups that took early 
and aggressive stances against the 
Kent Avenue lanes when they were 
installed last fall. 

“You’ve got to give and take,” 
said former bike-lane opponent Leo 
Moskowitz. “If the bikers and the

‘Finger’ keeps on rising

The new owners of Wil- 
liamsburg’s so-called “Fin- 
ger Building” have agreed 
to amputate the controver- 
sialNorthEighthStreettower, 
but the size of the cut remains 
in question. 

The unfinished 10-story 
building — which earned its 
moniker because opponents 
say it looks like it’s flipping 
the bird at its low-rise neigh- 

mitted height of 16 stories, 
the developers of the prop- 
erty told The Brooklyn Pa- 
per. 

But it could still grow taller 
than its current 110 feet, said 
Andrew Zobler of G.F.I. Capi- 
tal, countering previous reports 
on the Williamsburg Green- 
point News and Arts Web site 
that claimed that the new build- 
ers have agreed to cap the struc- 

“We have agreed that we 
are not going to build to the 
maximum permitted legal 
height — that much we have

committed to,” said Zobler, 
whose company acquired the 
building late last year from 
the original developer, Men- 
del Brach. “But we haven’t 
committed to exactly what 
we are going to do with it. 
We are looking at a few dif- 
ferent options.” 

G.F.I. Capital is attempt- 
ing to salvage the shell of the 
uncompleted building, where 
construction has been stalled 
for three years due to legal 
squabbles regarding zoning 


regulations, open space re- 
quirements, and air rights. 

But last December, the 
powerful Board of Standards 
and Appeals voted 4—0 (with 
one abstention) to allow the 
tower between Bedford Av- 
enue and Berry Street to rise 
to 16 stories, despite a 2005 
rezoning that capped area 
buildings at 10. 

The new owners are plan- 
ning to finish the long-aban- 
doned building by mid-20 10 
— but before they get to work 


on the infamous edifice, they 
hope to win over the commu- 

“As opposed to the prior 
developer, we want to be 
receptive and open — and 
liked by the community,” said 
Zobler. “We’re more consci- 
entious developers.” 

Turning the much-ma- 
ligned tower — which was 
originally designed by embat- 
tled architect Robert Scarano 
— into a successful building 
will also take some serious 
re-branding. 

In an attempt to distance 
the project at 144 North 
Eighth St. from the “Finger 
Building” nickname, the de- 
velopment will be dubbed 
“The Albero,” which means 
“the tree” in Italian, accord- 
ing to Zobler. 

“I thought the image of 
a tree is a little bit more ap- 
propriate than the image of a 
finger,” he said. “You might 
stumble on a tree in a forest 
that is a bit taller than it’s 
neighbors — but it might not 
jar you as much.”

Internationally celebrated 
architect Enrique Norten’s 
unpopular apartment build- 
ing in Park Slope suffered an- 
other blow last week when a 
local community board panel 
shot down an appeal to build 
additional units at the Car- 
roll Street site. 

The developer claimed 
that the three extra town- 
houses are now necessary 
for him to turn a reason- 
able profit on the embat- 
tled project where Norten 
has already unveiled plans 
for a contemporary, 17-unit 
building — but Community 
Board 6’s Land Use Com- 
mittee was not swayed by 
the request to alter zoning 
rules that limit the density 
of new construction. 

‘T don’t feel they proved 
anywhere near the minimum 
needed for a variance,” Com- 
mittee Chairman Peter Flem- 
ing said last Thursday. 

The committee took a 
firm stand because of other 


problems swirling around 
the project, such as allega- 
tions that earlier construction 
on the site between Fourth 
and Fifth avenues damaged 
nearby homes. 

The developer found it 
tough to get any leeway be- 
cause of Norten’s blueprints, 
too. The sleek fagade of the 
proposed townhouses.as well 


as the white apartment build- 
ing loaded with vertical lines, 
is repugnant to some in the 
classic brownstone neighbor- 

“What they’re doing is not 
in context with the neighbor- 
hood. That block is not in 
the least bit contemporary,” 
Fleming told The Brooklyn 


A spokesman for Norten’s 
firm, Ten Arquitectos, said 
the starchitect is modifying 
the townhouses based on 
the meeting with commu- 
nity board. 

Their inclusion would de- 
crease the size of a front yard 
for the squat apartment build- 
ing. 

The full CommunityBoard 
e 6 will vote on the commit- 
if tee’s recommendation at its 
z June 10 meeting. 

^ Its vote is non-binding and 
will then be considered by the 
city’s Board of Standard and 
Appeals. 

The bureau has proven to 
be more sympathetic to de- 
velopers. 

Norten, the sculptor of 
noted buildings in Mex- 
ico City and abroad, is also 
the master drafter behind a 
glass-wrapped, and similarly 
stalled, library and apartment 
building that would stand 
in the heart of the so-called 
BAM Cultural District in Fort 
Greene.

O pponents of Atlantic Yards 
who hoped for a candidate 
to run against project cheer- 
leader Borough President Markow- 
itz got half their wish this week — 
a challenger has finally emerged, 
but he thinks Markowitz hasn’t 
championed the mega-develop- 
ment enough! 

Oh, and there’s one other minor 
problem — the man seeking the 
highest office in the most Dem- 
ocratic county in the country is a 
Republican. 

“I don’t think running against 
Marty is a suicide mission,” said the 
newly minted challenger, 44-year- 
old Marc D’Ottavio. “I don’t think 
he’s as popular as he used to be 
— people are upset he took ad- 
vantage of the term-limit exten- 

During an interview with The 
Brooklyn Paper, D’Ottavio, a sales 
manager at an auto dealership on 


Nostrand Avenue, stuck mostly to 
the Beep’s supposedly lackluster 
support for Bruce Ratner’s $4-bil- 
lion basketball, housing and retail 
development in Prospect Heights 
— a project that Markowitz has 
made his signature issue. 

“He was very gung-ho about it 
[at the start] , but where is he now?” 
asked D’Ottavio. “He’s closed his 
mouth since there have been sto- 
ries about the economic problems 
[at Atlantic Yards].” 

Closedhismouth?Marty Markow- 
itz? Not likely. In fact just two weeks 
ago, the irrepressible Beep stood 
with Bruce Ratner at a “topping 


good for Brooklyn. 

As such, D’Ottavio’s insurgency 
didn’t faze the popular two-term 
borough president. 

‘T remain confident that At- 
lantic Yards will be built and the 
Nets will be playing in Brooklyn,” 
Markowitz told The Brooklyn Paper. 

“I can’t think of amore critical mo- 
ment thannow to create the unionjobs, 
affordable housing, operating jobs and 
ancillary business revenues that At- 
lantic Yards will bring to Downtown 
Brooklyn and New York City.” 
D’Ottavio saidhe detected another 
soflspotinMarkowitz’s armor — his 
controversial $64-million amphithe- 


ater for Coney Island, which whipped 
up a firestorm from nearby residents 
who complain it will ruin Asser Levy 
Park and violate noise laws. 

“He’s got a lot of money [in his 
capital budget], but he doesn’t al- 
ways spend his discretionary funds 
the best way,” D’Ottavio said. 

Markowitz brushed away the 
opening salvo from D’Ottavio, 
which makes sense given how he’ll 
brush him away at the polls. Regis- 
tered Democrats account for about 
70 percent of Brooklyn’s elector- 
ate, with Republicans only holding 
about 10 percent of voters. In fact. 
Kings County has not had a Repub- 
lican at the helm since the Lewis 
Pounds administration ended in 
1917 (ah, remember those days?). 

Another advantage for Markow- 
itz is his war chest, overflowing with 
$888,200 on hand. D’Ottavio has 
not filed fundraising reports with 
the Campaign Finance Board yet 


— an indication that he has noth- 
ing to report. 

The Bensonhurst native says his 
campaign will focus on business is- 
sues like protecting mom and pop 
shops (who doesn’t support that, re- 
ally? I mean, Markowitz person- 
ally eats at every one of them!) and 
developing incentives for big and 
small firms to hire locally. 

Even D’Ottavio’s uphill quest 
to seize control of Borough Hall 
falls short, he wouldn’t be disap- 
pointed if he raised a little hell on 
the campaign trail and refocused 
the policy debate. 

“If that’s what it takes to get the 
issues out there,” he said. 

That’s what it will take, appar- 
ently, considering that Markowitz 
has scared off all his Democratic 
challengers. Several pols, includ- 
ing councilmembers Bill DeBlasio 
and Domenic Recchia, were look- 
ing to get the cushy chair on Jora- 
lemon Street until Mayor Bloomberg 
and the City Council cooked up the 
term-limit extension. 


MTA: Sweeter deal could get Yards on track

Atlantic Yards developer Bruce 
Ratner is poised to receive new, 
generous terms from the MTA that 
supporters say could jumpstart his 
stalled mega-project even as a new 
report revealed that the cit y would 
actually lose money on the basket- 
ball arena at the heart of the $4-bil- 
lion housing and office complex. 

Helena Williams, president of 
Long Island Rail Road and the in- 
terim executive director of the Met- 
ropolitan Transportation Authority, 
told a state Senate committee last 
Friday that she’s in “intense nego- 
tiations” with Forest City Ratner 
to alter the deal to sell the Vander- 
bilt rail yards to the developer. 

Ratner agreed to pay $ 100 mil- 
lion to acquire air rights to build 
over the trench between Atlantic 
Avenue and Pacific Street. But 
pleading hardship due to the global 
credit crunch, Ratner is looking to 
pay perhaps as little as $20 mil- 
lion up front and to spread the 
remainder out of over years. 

And the MTA appears to be 

Williams told the state Senate 


Committee on Corporations, Au- 
thorities and Commissions at the 
hearing at the Pratt Institute that 
a revised deal is nearly inked. She 
hopes to present it for ratification 
to the MTA’s board at its June 24 
meeting. 

In other major news from the 
hearing, the city’s Independent 
Budget Office quietly unveiled a 
new analysis about the declining 
public benefit of Atlantic Yards. 

Deputy Director George Sweet- 
ing told the committee, chairedby 
state Sen. Bill Perkins (D-Man- 
hattan), that the city would now 
forgo $24 million in mortgage 
and sales tax exemptions granted 
to the increasingly costly, Frank 
Gehry-designed arena, roughly 
twice as much in tax breaks as 
the original estimate. 

But that’s not all; Sweeting said 
that soaring public infrastructure 
costs — up from $101 million to 
$191 million now — has made 
the arena, which was originally 
slated to give the city a $25 -mil- 
lion profit over 30 years, a loss. 

“Ratner and the [state] continue 
to blame our opposition for their 
problems, but . . . they must learn 



from history and stop trying to 
prop up the zombie Adantic Yards 
project,” said Daniel Goldstein, a 
spokesman for the principal opposi- 
tion group. Develop Don’t Destroy 
Brooklyn. “It’s a debacle harming 
the public interest while draining 
public resources and energy.” 

No one from Forest City Rat- 
ner appeared at the hearing, the 
Senate’s first investigation into 
the 22-acre development. 

The company’s presence was felt 
in the form of 200 or so construction 
workers (and would-be construction 
workers) who showed their support 
— punctuated by frequently shout- 
ing down their opponents. 

Forest City Ratner Vice Presi- 
dent Bruce Bender later issued a 
statement that suggested that the 
hearing was pointless. 

“It is time to get to work,” he 
said. “. . . Now is not the time for 
re-debating the project. It is time 
to get to work.” 

Bender blamed lawsuits against 
the project for causing delays, but 
construction has mostly been re- 
tarded by the downturn in the 
economy, which has made fi-

The Windsor Terror is over! 

Cops: we've collared thugs in deli rob spree

Windsor Terrace grocers can finally relax now 
that cops have collared three suspects in connec- 
tion with a month-long robbery spree. 

Police charged the men with six gunpoint rob- 
beries between April 6 and May 9. 

The reign of terror climaxed when the base- 
ball bat-wielding owners of Blondie’s Deli, on 
Greenwood Avenue between East Seventh Street 
and Prospect Avenue, fought back, driving the 
thugs off in a dramatic street battle. 

Turns out, the deli man’s resistance was the 
key to stopping the reign of terror. One of the 
thugs was captured shortly after that incident, 
cops said. He promptly gave up his two accom- 

Victims said that these thugs had no qualms 
about pulling out their handgun and using it threat- 
eningly. 

“One man pointed a gun at me and the other 
held a gun to my wife’s head,” said Jeff Samaha, 
who was at the counter at Pierre’s Deli 2, on the 
corner of 10th Avenue and 16th Street, on May 
5, when the crooks burst in. 

The thieves made off with an unspecified 



amount of loot, but also earned an enemy in Sa- 
maha, who dared the crooks to come back and 
take him on again. 

“I’m not afraid — I’ll get this son of a bitch,” 
he told The Brooklyn Paper. 

The spree started on April 6 at Sarubia Gro- 
cery, on the corner of Avenue K and East 37th 
Street in Flatlands, but that robbery was foiled 
because the thugs could not get the cash regis- 

Three more incidents quickly followed: 

• On April 22, the gunmen returned to Saru- 
bia Grocery at noon, pistol-whipped a customer, 
and emptied the register. 

• On April 29, the thugs entered a grocery 
store on Third Avenue in Bay Ridge at 10 pm, 
and one of the gunmen shot the clerk in the left 
shoulder before running off with a fistful of dol- 
lars.

Bidding adieu to BIDs 


A sizeable number of merchants along 
Fulton Street in Fort Greene and 
Clinton Hill is revolting against 
new city tax that would fund enhanced 
sanitation, policing and other basic city 
services. 

The tax would finance a new Busi- 
ness Improvement District, one of 60 
quasi-public entities now operating in the 
five boroughs . Taxes on business owners 
within the so-called “BIDs” raise $80 
million — on top of the taxes already 
taking a bite out of Mom and Pop. 

We’re not naive as to why BIDs were 
created two decades ago. The city was 
not — and, indeed, is still not — do- 
ing a good enough job providing san- 
itation and security along some of our 
busiest commercial strips. With the city 
abrogating these most basic of services, 
business owners jumped into the breach, 
taxing themselves to make up for the 
failure of our elected leaders to ensure 
clean and safe streets. 

There is often grumbling from some 
merchants when the formation of a new 


The city needs to stop 
double-taxing merchants 
for services that it should 
already be providing. 


BID is in discussion. Many business 
owners think it’s galling to pay a sec- 
ond tax on top of their existing taxes 
to get something that the city is sup- 
posed to provide. And others point out 
that BIDs operate with limited over- 
sight and sometimes at cross purposes 
to other BIDs nearby. 

In the case of Fulton Street, another 
issue is arising in the debate. The anti- 
BID merchants argue that aBID’s cleaner 
and safer streets actually speed the gen- 
trification process. When neighborhoods 
become more desirable places to live, 
this argument goes, property values rise 
and the original merchants and residents 
are driven out. In a sense, the business 
owners forming a BID would actually 


be paying to speed their own demise. 

But gentrification is not the villain 
here. If there is any constant in New 
York City, it is change. The city’s abil- 
ity to retain its middle- and upper-mid- 
dle class over the past 20 years means 
that, instead of fleeing to the sterile sub- 
urbs, these residents now make their 
homes, pay their taxes, send their kids 
to schools, eat in restaurants and shop 
at stores in communities all over Brook- 
lyn. 

This is a good thing. 

But we agree with the BID renegades 
on the issue of who should pay to keep 
our neighborhoods clean, safe and vi- 
brant. To us, this is solely a city respon- 
sibility. We all pay taxes here — and 
no community should be so neglected 
that its merchants must scrape together 
more money to meet what has always 
been a city responsibility. 

It’s time for City Hall to stop double- 
taxing local merchants and start pro- 
viding the services necessary to allow 
businesses to succeed.

Architects send us two letters in one week 


To the editor, 

The Brooklyn chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects 
supports the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s proposal to add 
the 1.8-mile Gowanus Canal to 
the Superfund cleanup program. 
(“It’s a sludgefest,” May 29). 

Currently, there is voluntary 
cleanup being supervised by the 
state Department ofEnvironmental 
Conservation of the Public Place 
development site along the canal 
and it is anticipated that other de- 
velopment sites will be similarly 
remediated by the developers. 

However, cleanup of the wa- 
terway and the sediment below 
is also required, and developers 
are not likely to want to partici- 
pate in a cleanup that is not part 
of their real estate. 

In addition, much of the bulk- 
heads will need replacement or ex- 
tensive repairs in order to provide a 
shield between the adjacentBrown- 
field sites that will prevent them 
from leaching into the canal. 

For these reasons, the chapter 
believes that the Gowanus Canal 
cleanup is a necessary component 
to any planned new development 
along and near the canal.

The opposition to Superfund 
designation is probably triggered 
by developers concerns that in- 
volvement with the EPA will add 
cost to their projects. The argu- 
ment that the Superfund desig- 
nation would slow development 
was refuted by the EPA when it 
stated that remediation of proj- 
ects presently underway, such as 
the Public Place site and the Toll 
Brothers site, would not be af- 
fected by the Superfund desig- 
nation, nor would it impact any 
new proposals. 

The opposition claim that Su- 
perfund designation would reduce 
property values is not likely to 
happen at the Gowanus Canal, 
which has for so many years been 
known as a thoroughly polluted, 
highly toxic waterway. But when 
the cleanup is completed real es- 
tate will certainly rise. 

The chapter endorses the pro- 
posed new zoning for DUMBO, 
which changes the manufactur- 
ing zone to a mixed-use zone 
(“DUMBO’s future to be mapped 
out with rezoning,” Feb. 25). But 
the chapter would like to keep 
the residential bulk component 
of the new zoning to R6A lev- 
els. The R6A zoning would pro- 
duce buildings of about the same 
height as the old five-story, high- 
ceilinged factory buildings and, 
hopefully, with some thoughtful 
design, would maintain the am- 
bience of the old DUMBO. 

The chapter would also tike 
to prohibit the affordable hous- 
ing requirement in the new zon- 
ing area, because its use will al- 
low for substantially more “floor 
area” than the zoning otherwise 
permits and is not necessary when 
located next the Farragut Housing 


project, which provides sufficient 
low-income housing for the area.

Dock holiday 

To the editor, 

I wrote this to Councilmen Eric 
Gioia and David Yassky after read- 
ing your story about their opposition 
to the Dock Street project (“Fiery 
hearing over Dock St,” May 29): 
As a parent of three PS 8 stu- 
dents, I write to express my sup- 
port for the Dock Street project 
and to ask why are you not sup- 
porting it. 

Councilman Yassky has searched 
for alternative locations for a mid- 


dle school in DUMBO or Brook- 
lyn Heights, yet no feasible sites 
have been uncovered. It was par- 
ticularly upsetting to me as a parent 
that Yassky, whose own children 
attend a private school, suggested 
housing a middle school in aprison. 
He even proposed placing a school 
in Brooklyn Bridge Park, which 
would be lovely — if the building 
owner had not been insolvent and 
schools were allowed to be built 
in the park, which they are not. 

The Dock Street project is the 
only viable option being proposed 
to address the severe shortage 
of middle schools servicing our 
neighborhood. The inability of 
Yassky ’s task force to locate a fea- 
sible alternative site for a neigh- 
borhood middle school over a pe- 
riod of more than two years only 
proves the point. If an alterna- 
tive site for a school exists, please 


provide details as to the location, 
cost and feasibility, and please do 

long hundreds of children would 
be displaced or put in a window- 
less basement, and how much your 
school would cost. 

So why are you not support- 
ing Dock Street? I know that you 
were troubled by how badly the 
School Construction Authority 
represented itself at last week’s 
City Council hearing. I, too, was 
dismayed — butno one has come 
forward with any evidence that 
any other viable options exist. 

No other site has been offered to 
the SCA for free. No one else has 
offered to donate a shell for a 300- 
seat middle school. And The Brook- 
lyn Paper has reported that the SCA 
has, in fact, looked at various other 
options in the area, but found that 
none of them were feasible for fi- 


nancial or other reasons. 

In this economic climate, I can- 
not blame the SCA for believing 
that the Dock Street offer, which 
will save the city tens of millions 
of dollars, was superior to any 
others. In this economic climate, 
without Dock Street, there will be 
no middle school built in DUMBO 
or Brooklyn Heights. 

Perhaps your real problem is 
that you believe that this building 
will obstruct a view of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge . It is absolute hyperbole 
to say that the Dock Street build- 
ing could possibly “obstruct,” “de- 
stroy,” “overshadow,” “envelop” 
or any of the other adjectives that 
have been used to describe its ef- 
fect on the bridge. Dock Street is 
a more contextual, more aestheti- 
cally pleasing building than many 
buildings already near the bridge 
(not that one would know it from 
the fake renderings being promul- 
gated by project opponents). 

If we are going to have a dis- 
cussion about the desirability of 
the project, let’s have an honest 
discussion.

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Budget slash hits 
North Bklyn parks 


The grass in McCarren Park 
isn’t the only green the city is 
going to cut in N orth Brooklyn 
this summer. 

The Department of Parks and 
Recreation is planning to slash 
$57 million toward the construc- 
tion of parkland in Williams- 
burg and Greenpoint over the 

The majority of the eliminated 
funds would have gone towards 
the construction of Bushwick In- 
let Park — a 28-acre waterfront 
greenspace that was promised to 
the open-space-starved neighbor- 
hoods as part of the contentious 

The Parks Department is 
planning to reserve a part of 
its remaining North Brooklyn 
construction budget — which 
will fall from $169. 1 million to 
$112.1 million — to acquire par- 
cels of the proposed park from 
Bayside Fuel, which currently 
owns the land. 

But money for the construc- 
tion of the greenspace — which 
has been delayed for years due 


to a plan to build a power plant 
on the site — has been written 
out of proposal. 

The funding cuts would also 
reduce the construction budget 
for a planned waterfront park at 
65 Commercial St. — a Metro- 
politan Transit Authority park- 
ing lot that was slated to be con- 
verted into parkland four years 
ago, but has also been delayed. 

Cash to buy the parking lot 
from the MTA would be re- 
tained in the proposed budget, 
but money to build the project 
would be eliminated. 

Despite the construction 
funding decrease, Parks spokes- 
man Phil Abramson told The 
Brooklyn Paper that the agency 
remains committed to eventu- 
ally constructing the parks. 

“Nothing is being eliminated 
perse, but things are being pushed 
back because of the fiscal cri- 
sis,” said Abramson, who noted 
that other fully funded projects in 
North Brooklyn — like the res- 
toration of the McCarren Park 
pool, the expansion of Newtown 
Barge Park, and the construction 
ofaskateboaid park in McCarren 
Park, a comfort station in Green- 



point Playground, a dog run in 
Sternberg Park, an open space on 
the WNYC transmitter site, and 
a field house and playing fields 
in part of Bushwick Inlet Park 
— will advance. 

The cuts will not be finalized 
until the budget is adopted by 
the Council later this year. 

Councilman David Yassky 
(D-Brooklyn Heights) con- 
demned the proposed cuts: “The

Cops collar 17 jewelers in Ridge 


Cops say 17 Brooklyn jewelry stores 
— including the Yellow Hook shops 
Golden Art Fine Jewelers on Fifth Av- 
enue and C&S Jewelers on Third Av- 
enue — hid revenue from tax collec- 
tors, District Attorney Charles Hynes 
told reporters on Tuesday. 


Investigators indicted Golden Art 
Fine Jewelers, which is located near 
the corner of 84th Street, and its presi- 
dent, Ghassan Maalouf, claiming they 
found a “significant difference” be- 
tween the company’s business records 
and its tax filings between 2004 and 
2007 - $129,131.96 to be exact. 

Meanwhile, C&S Jewelers President 
Richard Capichano remitted $92,393.48 


in unpaid city and state sales taxes after 
pleading guilty to knowingly submit- 
ting false documents for his shop, which 
is near the corner of 94th Street. 

The sting — dubbed “Operation 
Bracelet” — also busted three Ben- 
sonhurst jewelers. 

Details about other jewelry stores 
implicated in the two-year-long sting 
have not yet been made public.

the city to negotiate instead 
with the New York Power Au- 
thority, the port agency’s main 
supplier of electricity.

“New York City ’s air quality 


and port-related air emissions 
are meaningful and avoidable,’ ’ 
the Public Service Commis- 
sion decision said. 

It was unclear why the Port 
Authority and the city had ap- 
pealed to Con Edison, but a 
spokesman for the Port Author- 
ity now says that the agency is 
in negotiations with the New 
York Power Authority. 

For Armstrong, the highly 
charged issue surged with re- 
newed importance last week 


when the Port Authority ex- 
tended the lease of the cruise 
terminal from 2019 to 2029. It 
also raised his environmental 
hackles when it gave the city 
a new lease through 2029 for 
nearby Pier 1 1 , where the beer 
importer Phoenix Beverages 
is relocating its operations, 
suggesting that more ship 
and truck traffic are headed 
for the neighborhood. 

“It’s shocking that they’re 
doing this so swiftly when it’s 


clear from the evidence that 
the pollution from the cruise 
terminal is going to have an 
impact on the people here,” 
Armstrong fumed. 

The snafu is an embar- 
rassment for the Bloomberg 
Administration and the Port 
Authority, which had engi- 
neered the proposal to get 
docked ships to turn off the 
diesel and, instead, plug into 
the mainland power grid. 

It’s an even stronger dis- 


appointment for landlubbers 
who are breathing the air. After 
our original report was posted 
on BrooklynPaper.com, com- 
ments revealed the anger. 

“This is just another exam- 
ple of interests outside New 
York taking the benefits of the 
city at the expense of city resi- 
dents,” posted areader named 
Charles. “The middle class is 
being used, abused, and liter- 
ally, choked to death. Turn off 
the damn engines!”

“h’strue — there are a lot of writers around, said 
Prospect Heights writer Pamela Brown. “When I 
hang out in Park Slope and I go to Ozzie’s, there are 
always groups of people collaborating and writing. 
Now that’s starting to happen in our cafes.” 
Brown’s husband, non-fiction writer Jona- 
than Soffer, agrees that the growth of the Pros- 
pect Heights literary community is quantifiable 
by the number of laptops and the quality of the 
books that residents bring to Joyce Bakeshop — 
the neighborhood’s answer to the Park Slope writ- 
ers hangout the Tea Lounge. 

And when Unnameable Books opens its Van- 
derbilt location this month, it could bring even 
more life to the increasingly vibrant scene, he 

“It’s changed so much here — and I think the 
bookstore is going to be the catalyst for a lot of 
things,” said Soffer, author of the forthcoming, 
“Ed Koch and the Rebuilding of New York.” 
Even though Unnameable Books is leaving Park 
Slope, the community’s writers, editors, and liter- 
ary professionals claim that their neighborhood’s 
chapter as a book world capital isn’t finished. 

“I don’t think it’s a bad sign for the commu- 
nity — I just think it’s sad,” said Scott Adkins, 
co-founder of the Brooklyn Writer’s Space, a 
Garfield Place facility that gives more than 140 
Brooklyn wordsmiths room to plumb their depths . 
“There are plenty of writers who have put their 
roots down here. I don’t think the community is 
going to shrink.” 

Catherine Bohne, owner of the Community Book- 
store on Seventh Avenue, said that Park Slope’s loss 
of Unnameable Books is due to changes in shop- 
ping habits — not a migration of writers across 
Flatbush Avenue. 

“We are the first, and now we are the last,” 
Bohne said, referring to her independent book- 
shop. “It means that everybody is shopping on- 
line — and they should stop.” 

Some Park Slope writers admit that high rents 
are pushing writers — and bookstores — out of 
the neighborhood or convincing them to settle 
elsewhere in Brooklyn. 

But that could actually be a perk, according to 
Park Slope writer David Shenk. 

“On the surface, this is a loss to Park Slope, 
but maybe this will be a net gain,” said Shenk, 
author of “The Immortal Game” and forthcom- 
ing, “The Genius in All of Us.” 

“Maybe this new store will have more space 
and reach out to writers in both neighborhoods,” 
he added.
